SROFERSOR HUXLEY ON THR STUDY OF PHYAI0-
LOOY—ITs NEOLECT BY MEDICAL STUDENTS —
THE ELEMENTS OF PHYSIOAL SCILNOE TO BE
TAUGHT IN MIIMARY SCHOOLS.
From the Low i Datly Newas, |
Professor Huxley distributed the prizes
yoesterday at the University College to um|
medical students, The e:;:rmtq of the profes-
sors having been daly rend, he delivered an
address to the audience., Success, he said,
upon an occasion of this kind, valuible as it |
was, in reslity was but putting the foot npon
one round of the ladder which Ted npwards,
and that was never intended lo ba rested
upon longer than wus necessary to assist in
moving to the next rmng. He did not forget
the wvanquished, however, and hé hoped, |
though borpne bleeding from the feld, they |
had been cured by the ministrations of some
fair maiden—(laughter)—and in these days
when every {air maiden was to bes a fally
qualified practitioner—(Hisses, cheers, and
loud hisses. whiech drowned the remainder
of the sentence; The gquarter of a century
which had rhli.\.--\t.'tl sinoe he U"L'!Ipiml a posi-
tion similar to theirs took him buck to a time
when he biwselfl was exceedingly well beaten
in spatowy snd physiclogy by & member of
University College, and he accepted the defeat
with the cowfortable nssurance that he had |
thoroughly enrned it. (Langhter.) After all,
it did not watter how many troubles o man
had in his career, 8o long as they did not
make him dirty, (Cheers.) Persons who had
to wash and be elean after every such expe-
rience must of necessity lose moch time and
opportunity. Patience and tenacity of pur-
pose were more than worth twica their weight
of cleverpess, Spéaking of medical educa-
tion. he snid e had for twelve or thirteen
ears been nn examiner in the University of
sondon, Althongh the men who came up
there were the pick of the Loudon schools,
he had found them all laboring under certain
disadvantages owing to the defective
system of cducation now pursned. What had |
struck him during his long experience of the
best instructed of the medical schools was the
sipgular unreslity of their knowledge of |
phbysiology. He did not complain of the |
quantity, for there was, if anything, too much
of it, but he did gunarrel with the yuality, He
had invarially found that the men who came
ug for examination did not know their
physiolegy as they did their anatomy. While
anatomy was properly taught asa science, |
physiology was taught as if it were a mere
matter of books and hearsay. This was not
a desirable state of things, and his earnest
convietion on the point had led bim to the |
somewhat bold conrse of publiely stating his
opinions. (Cheers.) The saying that every
question in the world was a question of
finance only was, to a great extent, true with
regard to medical education. The number of
schools in London rendered it almost impos-
sible that competent men could confine them-
selves to the teaching of the theoretical
branches of the profession. Anatomy, which
lay in the direction of practice, might
be thoronghly taught, but this was not so
with physiology. From the very nature of
the case tho occupant of Lthe physiological
chair remaiped there until he had achieved
professional success, and then he left it; he
was clothed, but physiology was bare.
(Cheers,) "T'he remedy he suggested was the
centralization of the teaching of the theoreti-
cal branchkes of the profession in not more
than three central institutions, where able
professors could be maintained. He would
cut down these theoretical branches to a con-
siderable extent, and wonld have the elements
of physical science taught in the primary
schools—physics, chemistry, botany, and the
like. (Hear, hear.) Comparative anatomy
ought to be absolutely abolished, although
it would involve the putting back
of such branches as zoology and botany
to the studeuts’ early education in ordinary
schools. He would also abolish Materia
Medica. (Cheers.) He could not under-
stand why pgentlemen who had to practise
medicine sbould be obliged to learn all about
drugs, and where they came from: they might
just as well be required to know all about
cutlery because they used knives. (Laugh-
ter and cheers.) If his views were adopted,
there would be left for the four years’ study
the following unine subjects: —Physics applied
to physiology, chemistry applied to phy-
siology, phy .-.euloEy, anatomy, surgery, medi-
giene, and medical juris-

cine, obstetrics,
pmdance, which would be quite enough for
the man’s pursuit—(cheers)—and this course
would not oblige a medical student to occupy
his time with what would not be absolutely

useful in his future life.

AN IOWA WONDER.

A CAVE NEW, WONDERFUL, AND ENDLESS B0 FAR
A8 EXPLORED,

A wonderful discovery has just been made
about six miles west of Dubuque, Iowa,
which consists of a cave of immense dimen-
sions and cent gorgeousness and
beauty. While mining for lead ore, a Mr,
Rice made a discovery in opening a narrow
passage which he followed about seven hun-
dred feet, leading into alarge room, con-
nected by a narrow passage with many others,
which he followed a distance of about one
thousand feet, where the cave sesmed to ter-
minate. He afterward sunk a shaft thirty
feet deep, inlersecting the cave near its ter-
mination, snd bhe and his party of five de-
scended and entered another narrow p
of about one hundred feet, where it ex
into & large hall of one hundred feet long,
forty or fifty feet wide, and from ten to fif-
teen feet high, and ornamented with stalac-
tites of great beauty, the roof, like a minia-
ture sky, studded and spangled with orbs of
most brilliant lustre, and presenting a orys-
talline surface of exquisite fineness and lus.
tre which flashes by the light of the torches
with great brillianey,

From this room the cave branches in two
directions at an angle of about forty degrees,
which, on being traversed for abont half a
mile, the explorers found several other cham-
bers of even grester dimensions and greatly
exceeding the first in beauty and interest, the
entire sides and roofs being covered with
snow-white stalactites and frost-like encrus-
tations of carbonate of lime and gypsum, In
many parts of the cave might also be seen
